The airways system operates be­ 
tween Kelly Field, Texas, and Scott 
Field, Bellville, 111. The air ser­ 
vice may begin operating the air­ 
ways twice a week soon instead of 
once, it was unofficially predicted 
here recently by one of the pilots. 
The Muskogee field is one of the 
principal control points on the air­ 
ways system and all the army pil­ 
ots from jthe north and south sched­ 
ule their flights so as to remain 
here over night in the long cross­ 
country hops. 
A force of airmen also Is main­ 
tained here and probably will be en­ 
larged this year to accommodate 
visiting ships, Colonel Howard an­ 
nounced recently. 
The army also may build more 
hangars here.

plant IO or 15 acres in grain sor- 
phum. 
* Corn shortage in Oklahoma fre­ 
quently has injured the livestock in­ 
dustry, the pamphlet declares, and 
a larger grain sorghum yield would 
assure plenty of feed for Oklahoma 
cattle. 
‘‘It is shywn in the pamphlet that 
grain sorghum has a feeding value 
of about 90 percent that of cord, 
according to John A. W hitehurst, 
president of the board of agricul­ 
ture. The yield therefore will only 
have to be IO percent more than 
corn for It to be fully as valuable. 
The reports further show this crop 
is suitable for feeding all classes of 
stock when supplemented by other 
feeds to balance the ration.” 
The supreme test of the worth of 
grain sorgluim came In 1911, when 
Oklahoma’s 
corn 
crop 
practically 
was a total failure when grain sor­ 
ghum furnished a good supply of 
feed, the agricultural president said.
